Stately Senators Still Talking of Making 
a New Tariff Bill, 


PRESTON REVIEWS SILVER'S PRICE 


The Fluctuations of the White Metal 
Market Traced Since 1848. 


DEMONETIZED BY VARIOUS NATIONS 


Finally Came the Act of 1873, Which 
Probibited the Coinage of Full 
Legal Tender Silver. 


Washington, December 28.—(Special.)—The 
Ways and means committee will probably 
meet on Monday or Tuesday of next week 
td settle the internal revenue feature of the 
tariff bill. Members of the committee have 
been figuring this matter over during the 
recess, and each has probably pretty well 
made up his mind as to what shall be done, 
80 that all that {s necessary now is for the 
matter to be prought to a vote. It is hoped 
that the committee may agree at its next 
meeting, but should there be a failure it 
will not delay the consideration of the Wil- 
son bill in the house. The customs features 
of the bill will have to be eonsidered first 
anyhow, and the internal revenue feature 
ean be added later in the form of an amend- 
ment. The general idea is to get the Dill 
through the house by February Ist, and it 
is expected that there will be but little more 
than a week of general debate and probably 
three weeks of consideration by paragraphs 
under the five-minute rule. 

It is probable that the senate finance 
committee will proceed with an informal 
consideration of the tariff question in the 
hope of hastening matters at that end of 
the capitol, immediately after the reassem- 
bling of congress. 

There is a great dea] of talk among dem- 
ocrats in the senate in favor of an entirely 
new bill. It is said that there is a disposi- 
tion in that direction on the part of some 
of the democratic members of the finance 
ccmmittee, though it is understood that Mr. 
Voorhees, chairman of the committee, is 
not inclined to favor the construction of a 
new bill in his committee. It would be im- 
possible to predict the features of the ‘tariff 
bill as it will be when it reaches the presi- 
dent for his signature. But it seems to be 
quite certain that it will never pass the sen- 
ate in its present form, and the question 
seems to be now as to how much the senate 
will change the bill before it gets through 
with it. 

A Rabid Crank. 

That Koseph Don Jon, the crank who 
wrote threatening letters to Mr. Cleveland, 
Secretary Carlisle, Senator Mills and others, 
and who was arrested here two days ago, 
fs a crank im thé strongest sense of the 
term was disclosed at his trial today, when 
he was held for the grand jury. Senator 
Mills’s fright appears very ludicrous now, 
that the facts in the case are coming out. 
It seems that Don Jon boarded at a munic- 
ipal lodging house next door to a police sta- 
tion, and his ful! name was on the register, 
which the police are supposed to have under 
close inspection, 

W. S. Daniel, clerk to the vice president, 
testified that Don Jon's letters first began 
coming to the vice president last summer. 
Some of them were very violent. A postal 
card was read to the court in which Don 
Jon asked the vice president to send him 
$25 in order to avoid being one of those who 
had been marked. 

Mr. Mills, secretary of the Texas senator, 
read a letter received by his father, in 
which Don Jon said there was “hell in 
store’ for certain parties. The letter made 
scandalous references to Senators Sherman 
and Stewart.

DIRECTOR PRESTON'S REPORT. 


The Course of Sliver Traced for Nearly 
Fifty Yeurs. 

December v8.—(Special.’—In 
his annual] report Mr. Robert kk. Preston, 
director of the mint, gives the following 
timely and interesting review of the course 
of silver from 15848 to 1893, inclusive, and of 
the causes of its depression since 1872: 

‘“@uring ‘the calendar year 1848 the aver- 
age price of silver in the London market 
was 53%d per ounce for silver 0.920 fine 
(British standard), equivalent in United 
States money to $1.3098 per ounce 1,000 fine. 

“The price from this time gradually ad- 
vanced until 1859, when it reached an aver- 
age for the year of 024d. 

“The advance in the price between 1850 
and 1859 was due to the very large increase 
in the production of gold in California and 
Australia, which added to the world’s sup- 
ply of that metal without any material in- 
crease in the supply of silver. The ad- 
vance in the price was also greatly stimu- 
lated by the large loans made in silver to 
India for public improvements and for ex- 
penses incidental to the suppression of the 
Sepoy mutiny of 1857. 

“Retween 1860 and 1886 a decline took 
place, the yearly average price ranging 
from 6111-1€ to 614d. The latter figure was 
maintained until the close of tre civil war 
in the United States by reason of the limited 
supply of and the increased demand for 
silver. Cotton was at this time cultivated 
very extensively in India because of the 
small quantity of it obtainable from the 
United States, and large amounts of silver 
were required for shipment to that country 
to pay for it. 

“The variation tn. thé yearly price, from 
1867 to 1872,- was only 4-16d. The average 
price of silver in 18723 was id94d, equal to 
$1.298.88. Since that time the yearly aver- 
age decline has been steady, with only four 
exceptions. The average price for the 
month of October, 1893, was 33.608d, equal 
to $0.73.672, a decline, in a period of a little

‘over twenty years, of $0.562.11 per ounce. 


Germuny Demonetizes. 

“The causes of this great decline, stated 
briefly, are as follows: 

‘1, Germany, in 1871 and i873, enacted 
laws demonetizing silver, making gold the 
sole standard of value, and calling in al} 
silver coins previously circulated in the 
several states of the German empire. 

“To procure the gold necessary for the 
purpose of coinage Germany sold, between 
1873 and 1879, large amounts of silver from 
her store of rnelted silver coins, Including 
the amount received from France in pay- 
ment of the Indemnity imposed upon her at 
the close of the Franco-Prussian war. 

“The effect of this legislation was ito 
create a demand for goid ifi Germany and to 
increase the supply of Bilver bullion or 
melted coins in other nom Die and to cause 
a depreciation in the pr ce of the white 
metal. 

“2. In 1872 Morway, Swe 
entered into a monetary greaty demonetiz- 
ing silver, which was fo§mally ratified by 
Sweden and Denmark in 1498 and by Norway 
in 1875. By this treaty ey adopted the 
single gold standard a made silver a 
‘subsidiary metal, to be @ined on govern- 
; account only for cgmnsge purposes. 
on oe been on a silver 
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basis since 1847, practically followed the 
example of Germany in 1875, for although 
in that year it nominally adopted the double 
Standard at the ratio of 1 to 65-11, it, as 
a matter of fact, prohibited the coinage of 
silver, thus becoming, like Germany, gold 
monometallic. 

“<s. The price having ‘nllen. to a 
point at which it becomes profitable foc 
brokers to purchase silver in Germany and 
ship it to the states comprising the Latin 
Union for conversion into 5-franc pieces, 
the parties to that monetary treaty decided 
in 1874, to limit the amount of 5-franc 
pleces to be coined by each. This, however, 
did not have the effect to steady the price, 
and in 1878 the mints of the Latin Union 
were closed to the coinage of full. legal- 
tender coins, and have remained so ever 
since. 

Russian Suspends. . 

‘5. In September, 1876, Russia  sus- 
pended the coinage of silver except as to 
such an amount as might be required for 
trade purposes with China. 

“Notwithstanding the fact that the silver 
standard legally prevailed in Austria-Hun- 
gary until 1892, the face coinage of silver 
has been suspended in that country since 
1879. In 1892 it formally adopted the single 
gold standard. 

“By the act of 18723, the coinage of full 
legal-tender silver was tacitly prohibited 
in the United States and gold made the 
sole standard of value, but a% we were 
then on a paper basis, the prise of silver 
cannot be said to have been appreciably 
affected by that act, especially as it is 
provided for the receipt of silver from in- 
dividuals for coinage into traie dollars, 
and the further fact that large p'irchases of 
silver. were made for the subsidiary silver 
coinage under the acts of 1873 nnd 1875, to 
replace the fractional currency which had 
been used for change purposes alace 1852 

“The act of February ‘Ss, 878, authorized 
the coinage of silver dollars of the weight 
of 41214 grains, as provided for by the act 
gf January 18, 1837, and which were.a full 
legal-tender. Under the act of 18t7 the coin- 
age was free to individuals, but the act of 
1878 provided for the coinage of full legal- 
tender silver dollars on government ac- 
count only. It also provided for the pur- 
chase for this coinage of not less than 
$2,000,000 nor more than $4,000,000 worth of 
bullion each month, at the marketed price. 
But notwithstanding the magnitude of the 
purchase of silver required to be made under 
one act of 1878, the decline in prize contin- 
ued. 

“Further legislation by the United States, 
still more favorable to silver, was enacted 
by the act of July 14, 1890, which provided 
for the purchase of 54,000,000 ouncess annual- 
ly, the estimated production of cour domes- 
tic mines. The effect of this avz wis to cause 
a temporary advance in the rrice of silver, 
but the price could not be maintained ow- 
ing to the largely§ increased. output 
by the silver producing countries of the 
world, and the price commenced to decline 
in September, 1890, and continued %to do go. 

“6. On the 26th of June, 1893, the legisia- 
tive council of India passed a Dill 
closing her mints to silver coin- 
age for individuals, and her 
action has been followed in the United 
States by the repeal of the purchasing 
clause of the act of July 14, 1899, 

“The present price of silver In the Lon- 
don market is 324d for silver 0.925 fine, 
equivalent in United States money to 
$0.70 7-10 for silver 1,000 fine. 

‘7. The great increase in the production 
of the metal. In 1873 the world’s produc- 
tion of silver was estimated to” be €81,000.- 
000, and in 1892 at $196.405,000--an increase in 
the annual supply, in twenty years, of over 
140 per cent. 

“Considering the enormously increased 
production of silver and the decreasing de- 
mand for it for coinage purpozer, It would 
be a matter of surprise if the price had not 
not very greatly declined. 

“The increase of the production has 
had more to do with the deprectation of 
silver than has Its demonetization by gome 
countries and the suspension of its coinage 
by others.” 

‘Increased Production. 

Director Preston then quotes from Pro- 
fessor Lexis in support of his canclusion. 
That writer believes that silver would not 
have lost much of its former value, in 
spite of the suspension of its coinnge by 
several of the most important’. civilized 
states, had its annual production continued 
at the same figure as at the beginning of 
the fifth decade of this century. Had 
this been the case China and India would 
have absorbed all the surplus of the produc- 
tion over the demands for it in Europe and 
America for subsidiary coinage and use In 
the arts. 

During the decade from 1851 to 18 silver 
was coined in Europe, the United States 
and India at an annual average of $38,000,000. 
During the decade which followed, from 
1861 to 1870, when the great silver discover- 
ies of the west were made, the annual aver- 
age of silver colned in those countries ran 
up to $80,000,000. During the years 1887 to 
1891 the average was $115,000.00. The ag- 
crecate of silver coinage during the years 
from 1876 to 1891 Professor Lexis puts at 
$2,110,560,000. Deducting from this the amount 
estimated for the recoinage of the silver 
coins of Germany and other é¢ountries, 
which demonetized the white metal and 
sold their melted coins as bullion. Profes- 
sor Lexis places the net silver coinage of 
those years at $1.560,000,000. ‘On the other 
hand,’’ says Professor Lexis, “the produc- 
tion of silver during the same period, ar- 
cording to Sootbeer, amounted to $2,109,394,- 
000. Thus the net coinage was fully 74 per 
cent of the production, while the gross 
amount »f coinage shows that a quantity 
of silver as large ot even larger than that 
of the silver newly produced passed through 
the mints.”’ Director Preston thinks Pro- 
fessor Lexis’s estimate of the net coinage 
of silver between the years 1870 to 1891 is 
probably too large, he not makiag sufficient 
allowance for recoinages during that pe- 
riod. Nevertheless, the director declares 
that this coes not impair the validity of 
Professor Lexis’s argument nor affect his 
conclusion. Professor Lexis’s conclusion Is 
that it is “evident that the great cause of 
the devreciation of silver of Inte years has 
been its increased production.”’ 
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YELLOW FEVER AT RIO. 


The Plague Appenurs in the War- 
Stricken City. 

Beunos Ayres, December 28.—Very bad 
news has renched here from Rio fle Janeiro. 
It is announced that the tmpertant city, 
which has been suffering from the ravages 
of the war, is now a victim of the worst 
and most dreaded of all diseases—yellow fe- 
ver—and five deaths from this disease are 
all ready reported. 

News that yellow fever has added tts bur- 
dens and horror to the suffering already 
endured by the people of Rio, has caused 
widespread attention here and much sys- 
pathy is expressed for the plague and war- 
stricken inhabitants. It is added, however, 
that the government is taking every pre- 
caution possible, uhder the circumstances, 
to prevent a spread of the disease, but the 
work of the officials at Rio de Janeiro ig 


greatly hampered by the condition to which 
the city has been reduced by the horrors | 


of war. 
It ix added that the yellow fever, which 


has broken out in Rio, is not a mild form ° 
of that fever, but the worst form of black | 


fever.

HOWARD'S LETTERS. 
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Bullock, for the Government, Makes a 
Strong Point Out of Them, 


HE CONNECTS MOORE AND HOWARD 


These Two and Leger and Ross Are 
All One, He Says. 


TAUNTING THE DOCTOR ON HIS CASE 


The De’endant Is Asked Why He Did 
Not Produce Some of His Partners - 
and Former Associates. 


Jackson, Tenn., December 28.—(Special.)— 
When the federal court convened this morn- 
ing it was for the opening of argument in 
the celebrated Howard trial. Before early 
breakfast time the people began to assem- 
ble, and when court opened, so great was 
the attendance of ladies that the men were 
crowded to the aisles and lobby. It was 
understood at the adjournment that if the 
defendant insisted upon three ‘speeches on 
his side, that the court would consider an 
arrangement for the defense opening with 
an argument of two hours. This was €x- 
pected to fall upon Mr. Troutt, and the first 
step was to ask the defendant what he had 
decided on in this matter... Mr, Troutt arose 
and said that he was an attorney in the 
case and had a right to go before the jury 
untrammeled. He demanded to be heard. 

The court repled that if the defendant 
himseif insisted upon making a personal 
argument, only one of his associates had 
any right to speak. Mr. Troutt was request- 
ed to be seated, and Mr. Bullock, for the 
government, was directed to proceed. 

Through all of this Dr. Howard remained 
quiet, but made no move as if to yield to 
his associate. 

General E. L. Bullock then stepped in 
front of the jury and opened one of the 
most eloquent, logical and forcible law 
speeches ever heard in this city. |The evi- 
dence,’’ said he in effect, ‘is voluminous, 
and I shall have a great way to travel to 
cover all of it, but shall attempt to pre- 
sent it in its true light.’ 


Howard's Scheme. 


The speaker took up the threads of this 
romantic but well laid scheme, and with 
scientific precision, unerring as the nose 
of the bloodhound, traced it through its 
deviating paths. The testimony of more 
than twenty unimpeachable witnesses was 
dissected. Bullock took those famous let- 
letters to 280 different correspondents, writ- 
ten by Moore, Leger and Howard, and 
showed that of this number of people near- 
ly all had contributed money to the defenc- 
ant under one or the other of the above 
aliases. The letters were read, each one 
saying that already $20 or more had been 
advanced to the defendant for the exemina- 
tion .of court records in England. This 
money had not been refunded by the de 
fepdant, and the defendant has not produc, 
ed @ne scratch of a: pen to show that @ 
dollar was ever expended by him in Europ 2 
for the purpose. From these letters Bul- 
lock traced by dates the connection of k-ss 
wth William Lord Moore in London, and 
atter Moore skipped out from the inspector 
of Scotland Yard and Ross had “‘died’’ out 
of the way of the New York police, he was 
found in the person of Joseph Leger, with 
his decrees of the supreme court in chan- 
cery. This became too warm for Leger, 
and Howard appeared in Jackson. As fust 
as Howard shed one name he proceeded to 
fleece his victims again, explaining under a 
new name that Moore was gone, Ross was 
dead, etc., and under the new name assur- 
ed them he would continue their business, 
but must have a little more cash. When Ross 
‘‘died’’ neither of the witnesses knew how 
Moore got his name, and by this line Mr. 
Bullock proved that the same man had a 
list and continued the business system. 


Witnesses Who Did Not Appear. 


Then, said he, the defendant pratticed law 
in New York for over-a year, and standing. 
as he does, at the portals of the peniten- 
tlary, he does nothing. There is not a 
single lawyer or a single court record to 
show that he ever had a case, and poor 
Langdon, his reputed partner, who might 
have known something of his life in New 
York, is also dead. Such a witness would 
have been worth a thousand of Brockway 
and his gang. Then there was the Gulf 
of Mexico and Tennessee railroad. of which 
the defendant was president, and H. H. 
Ball, of London, secretary. Where is Ball 
now that his president is in such ereat 
peril? He or the minutes of the meetings 
of the directors of that myth:cal line would 
have been worth ten thousand Gleasons, 

Point after point as damaging to the de- 
fendant was brought out. 

Howard's face was a study, showing now 
rage and pent up passion, then supreme and 
utter contempt. Mr. Bullock consumed 
eight hours in argument, and left no point 
uncovered. L. T. M. Canada, of Memphis, 
chief counsel for the defendant, spoke only 
a short while at the night session, and did 
not fairly get into his line of argument. It 
will be, howcver, to break down the con- 
nection of the defendant with Moore, Ross 
and Leger, and to show that the railroad 
scheme of the defendant, ani the last busi- 
ness done by him in Jackson, was perfectly 
legitimate. 

Several hours of tomorrow will be con- 
sumed by Mr. Canada, who is an able law- 
yer and advocate. The defendant will fol- 
low his counsel, beginning tomorrow after- 
noon or night, and United States Attorney 
Hawkins.wi!l close. The speeches will con- 
sume about eight bours each. No membur 
of .he defendant’s family has been seen in 
the courtroom since the day Mrs. Howard's 
testimony was refused. The defendant sits 
solitary and alcne among the vast crowd. 
It is understood that his argument will be 
very sencational. Should the verdict be 
conviction a thrilling scene Is expected ‘n 
court.

Mitchell and Corbett Are Both Arrested 
for a Test Case, 


CHARLEY WAS WILLING T0 GO T0 JAIL 


He Declared He Would N ot Pay a 
Cent for Costs. 


BOTH TAKE IT AS A SORT OF JOKE 


The Chempion Says That the Contest Can- 
not Be Brutal Under the Rules 
Governirg It. 


Jacksonville, Fla., December 28.—Charles 
Mitchell and James J. Corbett were arrested 
today according to a prearranged  pro- 
gramme of the Duval Athletic Club, to test 
the law in this state in reference to glove 
contests. Mitchell was arrested just efter 
he finished breakfast at the Everett hotel 
thfs morning, but Corbett did not appear in 
court until this afternoon, as he could not 
reach the city from his training quarters at 
Mayport at an earlier hour. 

The affidavit was issued this morning by 
County Judge Baker. It says that Charles 
Mitchell and James J. Corbett did on the 
sith instant agree to commit an offense pro- 
hibited by law, to-wit: Did attempt unlaw- 
fully by a previous appointment to meet 
each other with the intention of engaging 
in a fight. The warrant recites the sub- 
stance ef the affidavit, including the articles 
of agreement alleged to have been signed 
by the principals. These articles of agree- 
ment call for a scientific glove contest with 
gloves allowed by law, and also empower 
the referee of the contest to arrest it when, 
in his opinion, it endangers life or limb of 
the principals. The warrant concludes with 
the allegation that Corbett and Mitchell are 
now trying to get together and carry out 
their intention to fight under the agreement. 
The judge commanded the arrest of both. 
He did not, however, issue the warrant and 
affidavit until County Solicitor J. B. Chris- 
tie passed upon them. Judge Christie passed 
upon both and advised the sheriff to go 
ahead and have the warrants served. He 
a amended the affidavit before approving 

Mitchell, accompanied by his party, the 
members of the Duval Atbletic Club, and a 
number of local sports went t@ the court- 
room. It soon got noised abroad what was 
up and the result was that the cdunty 
judge’s room and the corridors of the court- 
house were filled with humanity, from busi- 
ness men and gentlemanly sports to the rag- 
tag and bob-tall of the town. 


Charley Didn't Like It. 

The first thing that Mitchell did was to 
look around over the room for Corbett. Not 
seeing him, a shade of disappointment 
spread over his face and he asked where he 
was. The members of the club said, ‘Oh, 
he'll be here later on.’”’ He evidently did 
not like It a bit, and said that his arrest 
looked as if he was being made a monkey 
of. He would not have minded had he been 
arrested at the same time as the other man. 
He was told, though, and foun& some con- 
‘solation in the fact, that the warrant waa 
a joint affair in which both he and Corbett 
were ordered to be arrested and brought be- 
fore the court. 

Once in the courtroom, the formal read'ne 
of the warrant was gone through with. 
Deputy Sheriff Vanzant did the reading. He 
stood on the inside and read. while Mitchell 
looked over his shoulder and followed him. 
The legal part of the warrant did not seem 
to interest Mitchell half as much as the ar- 
ticles of agreement, which they incorpor- 
ated. 

When the deputy got do to, “Said gloves 
to be furnished by James J. Carbett.”’ 
Mitchell said, “Hold on.”” He put his finger 
on the place and was about to make an ob- 
jection, but Bowden told him that was 
all right; so he simply smiled, and the 
reading contirmmued. After the formalities 
of the arrest were gone through with, a 
bond was made out. Mitchell binds himself 
in the sum of $1,500 to appear before the 
criminal ‘court on January 2d. His securi- 
ties are Messrs. Richardson and Bowden, 
both of the Atthletic Club. 

Woukd Go to Jail First. 

The Englishman pondered over the bond 
for some time, and asked if it was going 
to cost him anything. He said he would 
not put his name to it if there was one 
dollar of expense. He would go to jail 
first and fight his own case. He did not 
wish it to appear as if he invited this arrest. 

A. W. Cockrell, Jr. of the firm of Covk- 
rell & Son, who was present, assured him 
that the club was bearing the expense, 
and that it had retained ample counsel to 
conduct the whole affair; also thet Corbett 
hec to go through the same programme. 
Then Mitchell sat down and put his mame 
on the bond. 

During the afternoon, Corbett and his 
party reached the city from Mayport. Cor- 
bett immediately proceeded to the court- 
house and went through the same formali- 
ties regarding the bond as Mitchell did in 
the morning. During the Corbett hearing, 
Solicitor Christie expressed doubt whether 
the articles of agreement which were in- 
corporated in the warrant on which the 
men were arrested were identical with the 
original articles. 

Could Not Be Brutal. 

The solicitor seemed to think the clause 
giving the referee Puwer tu sivp tne con- 
test when, in the referee's opinion, it en- 
dangered life, or limb, an afterthought. 
Corbett explained to the solicitor that, even 
if this clause had’ been added to the original 
articles of sgircement, it cut no figure, as 
it was impossible for the proposed contest 
to become brutal, so long as the rules 
governing. such contests were = enforeed. 
Corbett then aflixed his name .oO tue bond 
uiim, under penalty of $1,900, to 
the ch.minal court Jantary 2d, 
and answer the charges set fort? in the 
warrant. His sureties, aS in the case of 
Mitchell, were Messrs. Bowden and Rich- 
ardson, of (he Club, 

“Pat Us Both in the Same Cell.” 

Friends of both Corbett and Mitchell, 
especially of the latter, treated the whole 
proceeding as a huge joke. They jollied 
him abeut the prospect orf being locked up, 
and one of the party asked him how he 
would like to be locked up in the same ceil 
with Corbett. That seemed to tickle him 
immensely. A big smile spread over his 
face, and he said, with emphasis: 

“Pine, and I think that programme would 
tak« all the fight out of the gentleman; 
don’t you?’ 

Before January 2d, when the principals 
are named to appear before the criminal 
court of record, another procedure is to be 
taken, which will, in a measure, test the 
law. This is an application for a writ of 
habeas corpus, which will be made before 
Judge Call, probably next Monday. Corbett 
and Mitchell are now practically in custody, 
™he argument will be tha: they are unlaw- 
fully detained and that their arrest was 
illegal, because there is no law against 
glove contests. If Judge Call holds ‘hat 
the arrest was illegal, Mitchell and Corbett 
will both be released and will engage in a 
glove contest, if they please. If on the 
other hand Judge Call decides that the ar- 
rest was legal, then the principals will be 
compelled to appear before the criminal 
court on the day named and then their case 
goes before a jury. The opinion. is that 
there is no jury in Duval county who would 
find them guilty. There is another con- 
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tingency which may put a new phase on 
the affair, and tnat is the possibility of the 
governor instructing the county solicitor to, 
quash these proceedings and institute such 
new proceedings as he and the attorney 
general may agree upon. 

The Governor Informed. 

Shortly after the arrest of Corbett and 
Mitchell Solicitor Christie notified Governor 
Mitchell and Attorney General Lamar, in- 
forming them of the action that had been 
taken. The arrests were made under two 
sections of the Florida statutes. The first 
section (2415) is as follows: 

“Whoever, by previous appointment or 
arrangement, meets another person and en- 
gages in a fight shall be punished by im- 
prisonment not exceeding six months, or 
by fine not exceeding $500.”’ 

The second section alluded to (2594) re- 
lates to attempt to violate the laws of the 
state and fixes the penalty at one-half of 
the greatest punishment which might have 
been inflicted if the offense attempted had 
been committed. Under this provision Cor- 
bett and Mitchell, in case of conviction, 
would be confined in jail three months and 
fined $250 each. Solicitor Christie has wired 
Attorney General Lamar to be present at 
the habeas eorpus proceedings Mdodnday.

Wiat Will the Governor Do?

Sco far, the governor has not replied to the 
sheriff's letter, but men who Know the 
governor are sure that he will order the 
sheriff to do all in his power to prevent 
the eontest. The governor is a very determ- 
ined man, ard those who know him best 
suy that he will never allow the contest 
to take place. Coibett will spend the night 
in Jacksonville, and tomorrow morning will 
return to his training quarters at Mayport.

DID NOT VOTE FOR PATTISON. 
Wayne MacVengh’s Best Friends Do 
Not Claim That for Him. 
Philadelphia, December 28.—(Special.)—The 
political affiliations of Wayne MacVeagh, 
the new minister to Italy, have been the 
subject of much discussion here the past 
few days. Some of the close friends of 
the administration have felt it their duty to 
give Mr. MacVeagh a clean bill of health 
as a democrat of four or five years stand- 
ing. But prior to his letter of 1892, when 
he came out for Mr. Cleveland, his party 

affiliations were decidedly republican. 

Not even his most intimate friends here 
claim that he voted for Governor Pattison 
in t.e last gubernatorial election. The Dest 
information obtainable is to the effect tha. 
he did not vote at all in that election. 

Delemater was Matt Quay’s candidate 
Mr. MacVeagh is a brother-in-law of Don 
Cameron’s, and Cameron was not pulling 
for Delemater, to say the least. 

At the breaking out of the war Mr. Mac- 
Veagh organized 4 company af cavalry and 
went to the froat. After a short service 
he was promoted to the rank of major and 
served on the stat? of Major General Coueh. 

Mr. MacVeagh was mustered out of the 
army in 1868, and the same year was elected 
chairman of the republican state conven- 
tion of Pennsylvania and served during the 
ensuing presidential and state canpaigns, 

President Grant, during his first term, 
sent Mr. MacVeagh as minister to Turkey, 
but after two years abroad he returned 
home and, settling in Harrisburg, Pa., took 
up the practice of law. 

He was appointed by President Hayes, 
in 1877, as president cf the famous Mac- 
Veagh commission to Louisiana to endeavor 
to reconcile the conflicting parties in that 
state. 

He was appointed attorney general by 
President Garfield, and on the latter’s death 
was succeeded by the late Benjamin Har- 
ris Brewster, of Philadelphia. 

Mr. MacVeagh has been a civil service 
reformer and was near supporting Mr. 
Cleveland in 1888. He came out boldly for 
the democratic candidate in 1892. He is a 
member of the New York law firm to which 
President Cleveland was attached prior to 
his last election, and is a brother-in-law of 
United States Senator Don Cameron, of 
Pennsylvania. He is a man of great wealth 
and has a very lucrative law practice. 

His democracy is regarded here as a 
very recent thing and his appointment to 
succeed Mr. J. J. Vah Alen, resigned, was 
attributed to his connection with Mr. 
Cleveland’s old law firm, 


ANNA WAGNER 


ACQUITTED. 


She Faints When the Verdict of the 
Jury Is Reerd. 

Indianapolis, Ind., December 28.—Anna 
Wagner, whose trial has been going on 
for nearly a month, and who was charged 
with the murder of four children and wife of 
Charles Koester, because she was in love 
with Koester, was this morning at 11:45 
o’clock acquitted. The jury was out from 
5 o’clock last evening till 11:45 this morning. 

The verdict was greeted with uproarious 
applause and Anna Wagner, after hearing 
the words that set her free, gasped and fell 
to the floor unconscious and remained in 
that condition for twenty-five minutes A 
carriage was then called by one of her at- 
torneys, and she was removed to the home 
of her sister. The jury was thanked by 
Lawyer Spaan, leading counsel for Miss 
Wagener, and dismissed by Judge Cox. 

Mr. Holtzman, the prosecutor, announced 
that as the state had failed to convict in 
this, its best case, and owing to the state 
of public opinion, he deemed it best to dis- 
miss the other two indictments for murder 
against the prisoner. Anna Wagner was the 
domestic in the Koester family, and the 
method used by her for causing the death 
of the Koesters, as alleged by the prosecu- 
ticn, was.slow poison. 

THE KEPORTED MASSACHKE, 

No Further News Received at Cape- 
town—Thought to Be Untrue. 
Capetown, December 28.—No further news 
has been received regarding the reported 
massacre of Captain Wilson's and Captain 
Barrow’s detachments. There is no doubt 
that when Major Forbes left the Shangani 
river Captain Wilson and his party were 
very bard pressed. But reinforcements 
have since been sent tO-him, and it is hoped 
that the two forces have effected a junction 
and that they will soon be in communica- 
tion with their base of operations.

One ofthe Raiding Party Was Wounded, 
and by One of His Own Party. 
A Negro Killed, 


Spartanburg, S. C., Devember 28.—(Spe 
cial.)—The first fatal raid of the dispensary 
constables occurred last night. Blayton, 
Jackson and Pearson went on their first 
hunt for a blind tiger, and as a result, 
Henry Palmer was killed instantly and 
Constable John Blayton languishes with a 
mortal wound in his back. 

The men went over to Palmer's house to 
arrest him for Keeping a biind tiger.

Just then a woman 
came in with a gun and Palmer told her to 
shoot. She cocked both barrels and leveled 
the gun at Jackson. He grabbed the gun 
before she had time to pull the trigger. 
Blayton and the negro were scuffling near 
the door when Blayton told one of his com- 
rades to shoot. A shot was fired. The 
load entered Blayton’s back. Blayton then 
drew his pistol, placing the muzzle just 
back of Vaimer's left ear, and fired. The 
negro fll dead without a struggle. 

It is evident that Bilayton was renot by 
one of his own party. The house was full 
of men, who ran away when the first shot 
was fired. 

Great excitement prevailed in the city all 
day. The colored people are organizing a 
mob to kill the constables, and it is feared 
that the Hampton Guards will have to be 
called out. . : 


FOUND IN THE PENITENTIARY. 


Officers Locate Murderers 
Sentences as Burglars. 


Jackson, Miss., December 28.—It developed 
today that the murderer of Ingram, of Pine 
Bluff, Ark., and the murderers of C. A. 
Chapman, an express messenger, at Mound 
Valley, Kansas, are confined in the peni- 
tentiary here under sentence of five years 
each aS common burglars. Sheriff A. G. 
Thompson and Deputy Sheriff W. A. Clay, 
of Jefferson county, Arkansas, are here 
after the famous prisoners. The requisition 
will be received tonight, and as Governor 
Stone has agreed to surrender the prison- 
er#, they will leave with them tomorrow for 
Kansas. Their first appearance in this 
state was when they robbed a jewelry store 
and cracked a safe at Columbus, Miss., last 
October. They escaped, but a few days 
later were. arrested at Jasper, Ala., and 
were returned to this state as Greenhall 
and Curtis. A few days later they were 
tried under those names at Columbus and 
sentenced to five years. 

Deputy Clay has been steadily after them 
for tw@ months. He located them in Ala- 
bama, through means of Claude Shepherd's 
kinrolks, who are respectable people. After- 
wards he tracked them into the penitentiary 
here. The correct names of the two men 
are Hans Hydrick and Claude Shepherd. 
The other, Known only as Curtis, is be- 
lieved to have been with them when they 
robbed the train at Mound Valley and killed 
Express Messenger C. A. Chapman, Septem- 
br 15th last. About a year ago Hans Hy- 
drick killed a Mr. Ingram, at Pine -Bluu, 
Ark. He was jailed at Pine Bluff, and about 
the same time Claude Shepherd was com- 
mitted for burglary.” Shortly afterwards 
both escaped. 

The next heard of them was at Buckner, 
Ark., where they blew open a safe. Sep- 
tember 15th last, they, in company with 
another man, believed to be Curtis, robbed 
the ‘Frisco train at Mound Valley, &k.:. 
kxpress Messenger Chapman and going 
through the pockets of the passengers, 
Shepherd fired the fatal shot. The next 
heard of them was when they committed 
the Columbus safe cracking. 

Deputy Clay obtained information that 
Shepherd's kinfolks lived in Alabama. It 
took two months to get this clew. With it, 
he went to Alabama and learned of their 
extradition to Mississippi. He and Sheriff 
Thompson today recognized Hydrick and 
Shepherd as notorious criminals, and be- 
lieve Curtis to be the third man engaged in 
the Mound Valley robbery. They say Hy- 
drick and Shepherd have criminal records 
that would compare favorably with that ef 
any of the noted criminals. 

Ksasas will be given the first chance at 
them. ‘There is a big reward for them, but 
the two officers did not know the amount. 
Each man has several aliases.

Illinois Republicans Will Not Support 
Governor McKinley. 


THEY BLAME HIM FOR PAST DEFEATS 


Senator Cullom Will Find Opposition to 
His Candidacy for Re-Election- High - 
Tariff Is Recognized as Odious. 


Chicago, December 28.—‘‘Tom”’ Reed can 
have the Illinois delegation in the next re- 
publican national convention if there is 
no hitch in the arrangements. McKinley 
will not be nominated for the presidency 
if the Illinois managers have the say when 
the time comes. It is learned that these 
party manipulators have been in active 
communication with the two aspirants for 
the presidential nomination and that the 
questions of availability have been thor- 
oughly discussed and considered. The re- 
sult of debate and late events has been to 
make a radical change in first intentions 
and preferences and to send the tide of 
favor from McKinley to Reed for president 
and to threaten the prospects of Senator 
Cullom as his own successor. 

The campaign of 1894 has been mapped out 
and the candidates in some instances se- 
lected as a preliminary step to the contest 
two years later. One part of the move- 
ment leading up to this programme was to 
have been kept quiet, but the secret leaked 
out and the fact is developed that the re- 
publicans of Illinois are ready to change 
front on the tariff issue and be the advo- 
cates of the-most moderate protection 
rather than of the prohibitory figures of 
the M{cKinley law. That, at least, is the 
present attitude of a body of the party 
managers. 


Effected by the Mayoralty Flection. 

The revolution in sentiment was brought 
about by the mayoralty election in Chicago. 

At a private conference of political work- 
ers yesterday the declaration was openly 
made that the republicans of Chicago would 
not stand by the high tariff tfpolicy of the 
McKinley law, and that this was demon- 
strated by the mavoralty election. “Times 
are harder than ever before in our history,” 
said one of those present. ‘“‘The democrats 
are in power and do nothing, and yet we 
were defeated when we attempted to de- 
fend the McKinley tariff and convince the 
laboring men that a low tariff would be a 
bad thing. The simple truth is the people 
are not satisfied that a McKinley tariff— 
a prohibitive tariff—is necessary, and repub- 
licans, as well as democrats are drifting 
to the belief that only moderate protec- 
tion is required in any case. They want 
to maintain the principle as against the 
provisions of the Wilson bill, but they are 
not prepared to.endorse McKinley by nomi- 
nating him for the presidency. The Ohio 
governor represents protection graded to 
the hiehest notch. Many republicans want 
ft graded to the lowest degree consistent 
with safetv to industries. That is ‘Tom’ 
Reed’s position, and that is why Chicago 
republicans will be disposed to favor Reed 
rather than McKinley for the presidency. 
As a matter of fact, McKinley’s name has 
heen made odious to thousands of frepub- 
licans by high tariff. while Reed has ¢o0me 
into favor because of his more moderate 
views.” 

Favor Collins's Candidacy. 

In further explanation of the intentions 
as to the nominations, it was said that the 
candidacy of Judge Collins for senator 
would bring forward a man who stands 
well with the Germans, and who can neu- 
tralize the opposition of even the most 
active workers for Senator Cullom. Mr. 
Hopkins, proposed for governor, comes 
from a big republican district, wiaich has 
never hada representative in a state office; 
and the argument was that it would be 
better to enthuse republicans than to try 
and get democratic votes. 

Senator Cullom’s friends have received 
‘Information of these schemes, and they are 
takine measures to maintain the senator’s 
interests. They ‘will endeavor to control 
the primaries which nominate delegates to 
the state convention and the selection of 
candidates for the general assembly. 


FIRED ON THE AMERICANS. 


San Domingo Soldiers Wound Several 
of the Crosby's Crew. 

New York, December 28.—The steamship 
G. W. Clyde, from Turks island, which ar- 
rived here today, brings a report of an out- 
rage inflicted on the crew of the American 
schooner Henry Crosby, which, having lost 
her bearings, put into the port of Old 
Azua, San Domingo. The first officer and 
four seamen got into the boat and pulled 
for the shore. When about three hundred 
yards out a file of soldiers in the uniform 
of che Dominican government came runring 
down to the beach and leveling their car- 
bines at the men in the small boat fired. 
One of the rowers threw up his hands and 
fell over into the bottom of the boat. The 
others paused in surprise and affright, when 
suddenly another volley. was sent among 
them by the soldiers on shore, This time 
the first officer was struck. The other three 
sailors turned the boat about and desper- 
ately pulled for the schooner. The men 
were taken on board, when it was found 
that the first officer had received a bullet 
in the shoulder and the seamen were struck 
by several balls. A bad wound im the back 
made it doubtful if one man could recover. 
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CRANK DON JAN IN COURT. 


The Judge Says the Time Has Come to 


Deal with Cranks. 

Washingfon, December 28.—Joseph Don 
Jon was arraigned in the police court this 
morning on a charge of senuing threatening 
letters to Vice President Stevenson and Sen- 
yator Mills. 

‘After hearing the evidence of the vice 
president's clerk and of Charles' H. Mills, 
son and private secretary to the senator, 
and rhe personal statement of won Jan, 
Judge Miller bound the prisoner over to 
await the action of the grand fiury, fixing 
his bail at $2,000. In default of bail Don Jan 
was remanded to prison. 

In holding the prisoner the judge was par- 
ticularly severe against the class of cranks

‘wise harrassing public men. He said the 
time had come to bring these people, 
whether anarchists, socialists or general 
cranks, up with a round turn, “either in jail 
or at the rope’s end.”

BUT HE FELL FROM THE TRAIN 


Laborers Found Him Lying Dead Beside 
the Railroad Track—He Probably 
Has Relatives in South Carolina. 


Birmingham, Ala., December 28.—(Special.) 
A gang of section laborers when they went 
to work this morning found the body of a 
well-dressed young man dead beside the 
track of the. Georgia Pacific railroad, near 
Lincoln, Ala., sixty miles east of here. An 
investigation disclosed the following facts: 
A certificate of registration found in his 
pocket, issued in July, 1890, indicates that 
his name is W. 8S. Graham. The certificate 
was issued at Fort Mill, Yor’s county, 5S. C. 
It showed his age to be twenty-two years 
at that time. He also had in his posstssion 
$34.35 in cash, a bottle of cologne, a Key, a 
ticket from Wiley, Tex., to Atlan-a, Ga., a 
trunk check, a knife and a pair of specta- 
cles and a lot of railroad guides. In a 
memorandum book was written the follow- 
ing: ‘‘Pleasant Valley and Vernon, Lamar 
county.’’. There was nothing else by which 
the body could be identified. 

The passengers on the train testify that 
he left this city lest night at midnight, 
having come here during the evening on a 
Texas excursion. It is thought he was 
en route to South Carolina to visit relatives. 
One of the passengers says he saw the 
man leave the train as it approached L&h- 
coln and vanish in the darkness. Whether 
he deliberately jumped off or accidentally 
fell from the moving train is not a4nown, 
but in either event the fall killed him. He 
will be interred at Lincoln tomorrow unless 
something is heard from his relatives in the 
meantime.

Sentiment There Indorses the Soutd- 
western'’s Move for Independence. 


THERE MAY BE AN ADVANGE IN STOCK 


George Dole Wadley’s Name Is Suggested 
for Some Position—A New City Court 
Solicitor to Be Appointed. 


Macon, Ga., December 28.—(Specia!l.)—The 
topic of conversation in the city today is 
the action of the board of directors of the 
Southwestern railroad yesterday. The peo- 
ple of Macon have long wished for the 
Southwestern’s lease to the Central rail- 
road to be dissolved, and the Southwestern 
to again resume its independent organiza- 
tion. The public predicts better times for 
the city and for the Southwestern when 
it cuts loose from the Central. 

There has been quite an advance in the 
price of Southwestern railroad stock lately. 
A short time ago;it sold as low av 2%, 
but now it is quoted at 40. Authorities 
Say that since the action of the directors 
yesterday they think it will not be long 
‘ere the stock will advance to 45. It is 
thought by some that when the South- 
western resumes its independent organiza- 
tion Mr. George Dole Wadley, ex-general 
superintendent of the Central, will hold 
an important position with the South- 
western. Mr. Wadley married a niece of 
President John 8S. Baxter, of the South- 
western, and Mr. Wadley is also a brother- 
in-law of Captain William G. Raoul, one 
of the Southwestern’s directors. Receiver 
H. M. Comer, of the Central, is also a 
director of the Southwestern, and he has 
always been a friend of Mr. Wadley’s. 

Will Hardeman Be in It? 

It is reported on the streets today that 
Hon. J. L. Hardeman may be a candidate 
for state senator next year from. the 
twenty-second senatorial district, composed 
of the counties of Bibb, Monroe and Pike. 
Captain ‘‘Preach’’ Hardeman, as he is best 
known, is one of the most popular men in 
Bibb county. He is a leading member of 
the bar, a strong speaker, and an exceed- 
ingly courteous gentleman. He has been 
cor.mander of the Floyd Rifles many years. 
Mr. Hardeman once represented Bibb ‘n 
the house, and he has frequently been a 
delegate to variod&s political conventions. 
He is a son of the late distinguished Col- 
onel Tom Hardeman. It is not definitelv 
known that Captain Hardeman will be a 
candidate for state senator but intimate 
friends say that he is considering the 
matter. 

A New Solicitor General. 

On January ist, the term of Mr. Walter 
Grace will expire ag solicitor general of 
the city court of Macon. He was appointed 
to the oftice in March last to succeed Hon. 
Mobert Hodges, who resigned the position 
when he forme] a law’ partnership with 
Washington Dessau. It was understood at 
the time when Mr. Grace was appointed 
that his term would nold good until Jan- 
vary 1, :834. Ihe appointment of the Soll- 
citor of the city court is made by the 
judge of the couri. The report is current 
in legal circles that Judge Ross will ap- 
point Mr. Dick Jordan as solicitor of the 
city court. to tase eifect January 1st next. 
Mr. Jordan 1s one of the most eloquent 
and taleiuted niembers of the Macon bar. 
He is a young gentleman of fine character 
and ability, and, if appointed solicitor, he 
will make a faithful and efficient officer. 
Mr. Grace has discharged the duties of 
solicitor with ability and fidelity, and has 
won a splendid reputation as a successful 
prosecuting officer. The position of solici- 
tor of the city court pays $125 per month, 
and, perhaps, more. 

‘the city Court Judgeship. 

If Mr. Jordan is appointed solicitor his 
term will probably run until January 1, 
i895, at which time the term of Judge John 
P. Koss will expire. The judge of the 
city court is appointed by the governor for 
a@ term of four years. Judge Ross was 
appointed by-Governor Northen and he en- 
tered upon his duties January, 1891. The 
next governor of Georgia, whoever he may 
be, wil have to appoint a judge during the 
session of the legislature, which convenes 
next October, and the appointment will 
have to be confirmed by the senate. It is 
not known whether or not Judge Ross will 
be a candidate for reappointment. Judge 
Ross, though one of the youngest judges on 
the bench of this state, is well qualified for 
the auties of the position. The salary of 
the oflice is $2,000 per annum, the same that 
is paid to a superior court judge, but the 
city court judge remains in Macon and is 
not required to travel over his circuit or 
hold court outside of his county, and to 
this extent the city court judgeship thas an 
advantage ~over the superior court judge- 
ship. 

State Depository at Macon. 

The Central Georgia bank, R. H. Brows’, 
president, is the state depository at Macou. 
It was appointed a depository by Governor 
Colquitt when the late Colonel John FE. 
Jones was its president. Occasionally, in 
the past, the state deposit at this institu- 
tion has slightly exceeded the amount of 
the regulation bond of $0,000 required by 
the . state. The deposit now on hand at 
this bank is between $40,000 and _ $50,000. 
Should the deposit at any time exceed &5v,- 
000 the bank is ready and willing to increase 
its bond to an amount equal to the deposit. 
There has not been a time since the Cen- 
tral Georgia bank has been a state deposi- 
tory but what it could, at a moment’s no- 
tice, show up either the cash, or state of 
Georiga. bonds, to cover the amount of the 
state’s deposit. The bank is safely, pru- 
dently and ably managed by President 
Brown.

PRISONERS ESCAPE. 


Harrison Stevens, Under Sentence of 
Death, Gets Out of Terrell’s Jail. 


THE JAILER'S WIFE WAS RUN OVER 


She Tried to Stop the Prisoners and Was 
Kaoocked Down the Steps—The 
Keys;Had Been Stolen. 


Dawson, Ga., December . 28.—(Special.)— 
Just before suppertime Christmas night the 
prisoners confined in the Terrell county jail 
made a break for liberty and two of them 
got away. One was Harrison Stevens, the 
murderer of Mr. J. G. Wells, and under sen- 
tence of death for his crime, and the other 
was Clayton Aaron, sentenced to the peni- 
tentiary for burglary. 

The community is greatly stirred up on 
account of these escapes and the county 
authorities will make a rigid and most 
searching investigation. It seems that there 
has been carelessness on the part of some 
one. The jailer was not at home when 
these prisoners escaped, and he says that 
the keps to the jail were stolen from his 
bedroom by a negro boy, who unlocked the 
jail door. The jailer’s wife heard the noise 
made by the escaping prisoners and ran to 
the stairs leading up into the jail and at- 
tempted to intercept the men in their flight. 
She was run over by the prisoners and 
knocked down the stairsteps and badly hurt. 
Her cries for help attracted the attention 
of City Marshal J. C. Savage and other 
passing citizens, and thus a number of 
prisoners were stopped in the jail yard and 
marched back to jail. Only Stevens and 
Aaron made good their escape. John Clay- 
ton, &@ negro prisoner, deserves credit for 
helping to give the alarm and fon assisting 
is preventing the escape of the other 
prisoners. He caught one fellow and. held 
him near the gate and finally forced him 
back to fail. 

Sheriff Christie has offered a reward of 
$100 for the capture of the escaped prison- 
ers. The sheriff deeply deplores the fact of 
the escape of Harrison Stevens and says 
that his instructions to the jailer were to 
keep him in a cell. Te sheriff has recently 
been quite ill, and has not therefore been 


able to give as much attention to the jail 
as he would otherwise have done.

That tony restaurant, the Richelieu, which 
was opened less than two months ago, went 
in and out ofa receivership all in less than 
three hours last night.

Mr. Sam Hall and Mr. Parker, with their 
attorney hunted up Judge Clark as soon as 
they heard of it and ‘assured him that he 
had misunderstood the facts in the case. 
One of the claims had not matured and the 
proprietors of the cafe convinced the judge 
that their credit was all] right. 

So he dissolved the recelvership about 
midnight.

IT CAUSED MRS, LAWRENCE'S ARREST 


Chief Jarrell, of Dayton, O., Wires That She 
Did Not Surrender More Than Halt 
the Stolen Goods.

Dayton. They were taken to Covington, 
Ky., to be shipped, however. This was 


done to prevent the Dayton authorities from | 


discovering what had been done with the 
goods. 

The police of Dayton learned the facts, 
however, and Chief Jarrell telegraphed Chief 
Connolly to recover the contents of the box 
from Mrs. Lawrence.

He gave a full list of 
the goods that the Atlanta detectives failed 
to recover, the aggregate value being about 
$100. 

Chief Connolly at once sent to Mrs. Law- 
rence for an explanation and for the re- 
mainder of the goods. She declared to the 
detectives that she had surrendered every 
article that she had taken from the Christ- 
mas box and could do no mor. She was 
then placed under arrest by Detectives Ca- 
son and Looney and carried to police head- 
quarters. For over two hours she was ques- 
tioned by Chief Connolly and Chief of De- 
tectives Wright, but she did not weaken in 
her original statement, and Chief Connolly 
informed her that he would have to pros- 
ecute her. She accepted ihe situation very 
quietly. 

Mrs. Lawrence’s eighteen-year-old daugh- 
ter, a young woman of good looks and nice 
aprearance, appeared at police headquarters 
and announced her intention of remaining 
in prison with her mother during the night. 
Chief Connolly tried to dissuade her, but 
she threw her arms about her mothr’s neck 
and stoutly refused to go. No amount of per- 
suasion could induce her to change her pur- 
pose. She clung to her mother, weeping on 
her shoulder. : 

Chief Connolly had given orders that Mrs. 
Lawrence be locked in a cell, but the young 
giwl’s desire to remaia with her during the 
night caused th@ chief to change his mind, 
and he allewed the two to occupy a room 
on the third floor at police headquarters, 


AN INSANE WOMAN 


Makes Her Escape from the Grady 
Hospital Yesterday. 

As a climax to her many other emisfor- 
tunes, Mrs. Mary Holt became suddenlv 
insane two days ago. At the time she was 
a patient in the Grady hospital, being 
treated for a severe illness, which pros- 
trated her two weeks ago. , 

Mrs. folt was left without a penny 
several weeks ago by the death of her 
husband. She at that time resided just 
outside the city limits, south of the city.

BLUE BLOOD IS POOR STUFF. 


Europe's Royalties Said to Be Sadly 
Afflicted. 

New “iat the official announcement of the 
betrothal of the young grand duke of Hesse 
Darmstadt to Princess Victoria of Saxe- 
Coburg, a daughter of Duke Alfred, second 
son of Queen Victoria, has been made and 
that the invitations have been issued for 
the wedding, which is to take place during 
the last week in April, nothing remains but 
to express sincere regret that an amiable 
young couple should be started out on the 
sea of matrimony so heavily handicapped. 
They are first cousins, the grand duke be- 
ing a son of Princess Alice of Great Britain, 
one of the sisters of the bride’s father. 

One would have thought that the experi- 
ence of the grand duke’s sister, Princess 
Irene, would have been sufficient to prevent 
any such ill-assorted union as this. Prin- 
cess Irene is married to her first cousin, 
Prince Henry, of Prussia, brother of Em- 
peror William, and there is only one child 
of this union, Prince Waldemar, who has 
been both deaf and dumb from his birth. 

Impoverished as is the blood of European 
rovalty. with the possible exception of that 
of the house of Romanoff, where it has 
been invigorated by several plebeian mar- 
riages during thecrlast two centuries, matri- 
monial unions between first cousins are 
infinitely more productive of harm to the 
issue thereof than is the case with ordinary 
people, and many of the hereditary infirmi- 
ties and afflictions of- one kind and another 
to which old world royalty is subject are 
attributable to marriages between 


rerio! ly related by ties of 


personages too close 


consanguinity. 
I have too often referred to all these in- 


firmities in these columns—to the deafness, 
the blindness, the insanity, the epilepsy, the 
barred teeth, ete., with which those who 
are born, figuratively speaking, on the steps 
of a throne are afflicted—for them to need 
more than passing reference here. But 
there is one case which I have never seen 
menticned anywhere as yet. It is the dis- 
tressing result of the union between King 
Wumbert’s brother, ex-King Amadeus, of 
Spain, duke of Aosta, and his own niece, 
Princess Letitia Bonaparte, a quarter of a 
century his junior. 

It was a union which shocked everybody 
in Europe. For not only was the bride- 
groom terrible ugly and unattractive, be- 
sides being rendered almost repulsive by 
the ailments from which he suffered, but, 
moreover, it was well known fhat the prin- 
cess had been secretly engaged previously 
to his son, whom she had jilted in order to 
marry the father, as standing the nearest 
in succession to the Italian throne. There 
was but. one child born to this couple, a boy, 
who was christened Umberto, and who bears 
the title of. comte of Salemi. Nothing, how- 
ever, is heard of him. The majority of pet- 
ple, indeed, ignore his very existence, and 
his mother seldom, if ever, sees him. There 
are few persons who know that the widowed 
duchess is a mother. 

The poor little prince, now about four 
years old, is an idiot, besides being corpo- 
rally afflicted in much the same manner as 
the duke of Norfolk’s little son. He is en- 
trusted to the charge of his grandmother, 
Princess Clothilde, who liyes at the castle 
of Montcalieri, near Turin, and who is noted 
for her excessive piety, as well as for her 
goodness to the poor and sick. Long before 
she took charge of her unfortunate little 
grandson she had fitted up a large portion 
of her castle as a species of hospital, where, 
arrayed in the garb of a sister of mercy, 
she nursed all the sick and ailing of the en- 
tire surrounding district. She is the one 
member of King Humbert’s family who has 
remained in high favor at the vatican. 

Lady Mabel Sievier seems to have as lit- 
tle sense of shame as her reprobate brother, 
the blackguard marquis of Ailesbury. For 
I see by the cable dispatches from Europe 
that she has just brought an action against 
Captain James Crosby, of the Royal Welsh 
Fusiliers, to recover a number of love let- 
ters written by her to him prior to her mar- 
riage to Mr. Sievier. She has been defeated 
in her suit, and under the circumstances it 
may be just as well to explain the reasons 
which led Sir Henry Hawkins, the presid- 
ing judge, to render such a decision, which 
may, at first sight, have appeared rather 
Surprising. 

Lady Mabel was formerly engaged to be 
married to Captain Crosby, and received 
from him all kinds of engagement and wed- 
ding presents, including a _ considerable 
amount of the jewelry that had belonged to 
his dead mother. Only a few days before 
the day appointed for the wedding she made 
the acquaintance ofr. Sievier, whose only 
claim to distinction that he is an intimate 
friend and chum of her brother, Lord Ailes- 
bury. It did not take long for Lady Mabel 
to make up her mind that she would be in- 
finitely happier with a man of Mr. Sievief’s 
tastes than with so upright and in every 
Way respectable a gentleman as Captain 
Crosby, who is exceedingly popular in his 
regiment. Accordingly, she threw the cap- 
tain over and married Mr. Sievier, her 
brother giying her away, and his wife, the 
marchioness, the notorious Dolly Tester, of 
music hall and demi-monde fame, presiding 
at the wedding breakfast, 

Not content with thus jilting Captain 
Crosby, Lady Mabel seems to have retained 
the presents which he gave her, including 
his mother’s jewelry above referred to, and,

No More Delay! 

There are a yreat many rumors around 
Washington in regard to the new tariff 
bill. Rumors come in from the east, 
and meet others going east from Wash- 
ington. The result is a mysterious mix- 
ture of fhformation and misinformation 
that is very confusing to the ordinary 
mind. 

The only solid fact that is evolved out 
of the whirlwind of rumor is the state- 
ment going to shew that the trusts, tlie 
syndicates and the monopolies—the ele- 
ments that make up the money power— 
fare preparing to make a raid on congress 
in opposition to the Wilson tariff bill. 
They are raising a corruption fund. They 
will attempt to influence congress with 
this fund “judiciously” expended, and 
a moiety is to be expended in getting 
up mass meetings among the working- 
men. 


is needless to 


The laboring men are in a worse fix 


than they were in 1873, and those who 
are still employed, as well as those who 
are out of work, can be easily induced to 
believe that the hard times are the re- 
sult of threatened tariff legislation. They 
will attend mass meetings and sign pe- 
titions—do anything, in fact, that wil! 
enable them to retain the places they 
‘rom 
which they have been ousted. There is 
ho one to tell the workingmen of the 
east that their troubles are not due 
wholly to threatened tariff legislation, 
but they are largely due to the increased 
purchasing power of the gold dollar, as 
Shown in the shrinkage in values and 
the fall of prices. 

We do not know that the workingmen 
of the north and east are to be blamed 
for their ignorance, when there are peo- 
ple in the country with ample opportuni- 
ties for information, who still believe 
that the Sherman law is responsible for 
the condition of affairs and that un- 
conditional repeal was the thing for the 
democrats to do. 

But‘ this apart, there is a meaning-— 
and a very sinister meaning—to the ru- 
mors about opposition to the Wilson 
bill in and ont of congress. 'f one-half 
of these rumors are true, the democratic 
party in congress cannot get together 
too prompdy or too solidly. The way 
to do this is through the medium of a 
party caucus. This caucus should be 
held at once, and democrats should be 
permitted the fallest opportunity to 
press their individual views and opin- 
ions, so that the decision of the caucus 
may be of binding force and effect— 
being reached through the fullest and 
freest consultation. 

This done, there should be prompt c- 
tion. Discounting all that the organs of 
the trusts and monopolies have said or 
may say in regard to the effects of 
threatened tariff legislation, there ean 
be no doubt that the unwise and unnec- 
essary delay to which the country has 
been subjected has seriously affected the 
business interests of the country. Mer- 
chants and dealers cannot afford to lav 
ir. stocks until they know precisely what 
the effect of the new tariff will be on 
the price of goods, and manufacturers 
eannot afford to make new contracts, 
even if they had the opportunity, until 
they get precise information of the ef- 
fect of the tariff on their products. 

There can be no doubt that uncertiinty 
about the tariff is a prime factor in the 
Stagnation of ordinary trade and _ busi- 
ness. It does not cause values to shrink, 
nor does it bring about a fall in prices, 
but it adds to the depressing effects of 
depression, and is in the nature of a 
most intolerable tax on the patience of 
the business community. 

The little holiday that congress has 
taken has been a costly one for the 
country, and the failure of that body to 
enact any legislation looking to the re- 
lief of the people, although the party has 
been in control of affairs for fourteen 
months, has cost the business interests 
of the.country as well as the people, 
millions of dollars. 

Further delay, in view of the condition 
of affairs would be criminal. Let the 
party get together and pass the Wilson 
bill, and then proceed to redeem all the 
pledges of the platform.

Bimetallism in England. 

Events ‘are very rapidly making bi- 
metallism one of the leading issues in 
England. There ig already a strong and 
steadily growing bimetallist party i 
that country, and it has recently receiv- 
ed an aecession of no less importance 
wan Lord Salisbury, the tory leader. 

Following Lord Salisbury’s declara- 
tion in favor of international bimetal- 
lism, the weekly financial papers of last 
Saturday point to a conference as offer- 
ing the only solution for the problem of 
saving India from bankruptcy. 

Lord Salisbury’s speech is very sig- 
nificant, and it is even hinted by some 
of the London correspondents that the 
tory party may be induced .o make in- 
ternational bimetallism a plank in its 
platform. ‘This, however, is not proba- 
ble, for the moneyed interests—the banks, 
the bondholders, and the Shylock ele- 
ment generally, are all tories, and they 
will resist any change that will reduce 
their gains, even though that change will 
bring comparative prosperity to the peco- 
ple. 

The business interests of Great Brit- 
ain are in a worse condition than those 
of this country, and her wage earners 
are infinitely worse off than American 
The low wages paid are 
They are 


workingmen. 
not the result of free trade. 
the result of the depression that follows 
in the wake of the single gold standard 
—the result of the increased and increas- 
ing value of the gold dollar. 

If Great Britain had a high tariff it 
would be an easy matter for the goldbug 
philosophers of this country to trace the 
miserable condition of the producing 
classes of Great Britain to the burden- 
some taxation involved in protective du- 
ties, But the English tariff is a tariff 
for revenue only, without a spark of 
protection in it. But over there we see 
the moneyed interests growing richer and 
more powerful and the producing classes 
steadily growing poorer, values shrink- 
ing and prices falling. | 

All the scientific opinion in .England, 
and all the financiers who have any 
standing are bimetallists. During the 
past year the discussion of bimetallism 
has been widespread. All the boards of 
trade in the manufacturing centers baive 
declared for bimetallism, and the wisest 
and most conservative men in the king- 
dom have given it their sanction. 

Nevertheless, we do not look for any 
important results in the near future. The 
moneyed class is the ruling class in 
treat Britain. It is firmly intrenched 
in power. 

And yet the bimetallist movement in 
England, where the single gold stand- 
ard has been in operation for nearly 
eighty years, is significant to say the 
least. Up to 1873, the English people 
were saved from the effects of the single 
gold standard by the free Coinage of sil- 
ver in both France and Germany, but 
since that time it has been doing its 
deadly work just as Ernest Seyd predict- 
ed it would. 

The bimetallist movement in England 
demonstrates beyond all question that

A HINDOO’S OPINION OF US, 


Hew American Men and Women Look 
to a Man from the Far East. 

Frora The San Francisco Chronicle. 
Purshotam Rao Felang, a high caste Hin- 
doo, resident of Bombay, who is_also a fin- 
ger mail artist, that is, he embosses flow- 
ers, etc., on thin card board with his nails, 
has arrived in San Francisco to attend the 
midwinter fair. He has written a book on 
his impressions of America in which are 
some comments on things seen that are in 
the highest degree striking and oftentimes 
amusing. Among other things he says: 

“This is a civilized nation, and a man 
from the east has no right to criticise it. 
Half-naked, life-size pictures:of women in 
all postures, can be exhibited in the streets 
for advertising. An actress can come half- 
naked on the stage. There is no shame in 
this. It is all modesty. Rich ladies and 
gentlemen with very high notions of mod- 
esty and morality can go to the theater and 
enjoy the sight of a half-naked actress.”’ 

Of the masculine American he says: ‘‘He 
is simple in manner and has no stiffness in 
his backbone. He is courteous and obliging, 
quick of perception to catch humor, which 
he likes very much. He is not dry, and he 
receives our retorts without being offended. 

‘“Pefore marriage he is jolly and free, af- 
ter marriage he looks thoughtful and sober. 
One can make out a married man from a 
bachelor by his careworn face. So it seems 
the best time of his life he enjoys is before 
marriage. He seems to envy the bachelors 
who are free and have their own will at 
home and abroad. Often have I marked a 
gentleman standing at the door when his 
spouse went into the shop, and looked Httle 
at ease. He carries her umbrella, overcoat 
and other: necessary things, and guards the 
wheeled chair in which he pushed, or rather 
drew it, the lady sitting in.”’ 

Of the American woman he says: “Her 
dress is most wondérful. In it you can see 
botany, ornithology, zoology, geology, min- 
eralogy and ali others put together. If you 
stand in the Midway plaisance and look at 
the bonnets of a group of ladies you will 
see a moving flower garden in full bloom, 
with birds of all kinds, all dead, not one 
alive.

Georgia Lumbermen Enter a Protest 
Against the Proposed Schedule, 


THEY WANT TO BE PROTECTED 


Claim That Pig JronIs ona Parwith Im- 
ported Lumber—The Memorial 
Already Prepared. 


The lumbermen of Georgia have preparec 
a memorial which is directed to the senate 
and house of representatives of the United 
States, and is a brief statement of why 
they oppose the proposed lumber schedules 
set forth by the bill prepared by the ways 
and means committee. 

While the lumber trade is scattered over 
all the state, and most particularly in the 
southern portion, Atlanta does a larger and 
more direct trade than any other town. It 
is estimated by lumbermen that no less than 
200,000,000 feet of yellow pine is shipped from 
here to the north. The extent of Atlanta's 
lujnber interests is not trivial by any 
means, but indicates a large outlay of 
money. 

The territory of production in Georgia ex- 
tends below Brun«wick, but it is in the 
central part of the state that the lumber 
belt is more pronounced. On the other hand 
the territory of sale is extensive. The 
greater trade is with the east-—New York, 
Philadelphia, Pittsburg and other centers 
of trade. Chicago and St. Loyis and other 
cities in that locality take large shipments. 
For the past year or two Georgia pine has 
become exceedingly popular as a hard wood 
finish for the finest residences. This is more 
especially noticeable in the north. 

The mills in Georgia furnish work to 
nearly 5,000 people. This includes the work 
from the felling of the trees until the lum- 
ber is ready to be shipped for handling 
through the commercial end. Tne lumber 
interest is essentially and especialy a south- 
ern interest, and the proposed schedule, ac- 
cording jo the lumbermen, would do great 
harm. This harm would be particularly em- 
phasized at the points midway between Can- 
ada-and the south, since the competition 
would be more aggravated and decidedly in 
favor of the British-Amerigan interests. 

This petition from the lumbermen 15 to 
the effect of keeping this competition down 
to a minimum. They claim that while iron 
ore is admitted free, that pig iron is taxed 
2214 per cent ad valorem, and that their in- 
dustry should receive at Feast the same pro- 
tection, The memorial alleges that since 
the McKinley bill reduced the tax on lum- 
ber from $2 to $1 per thousand feet there 
was in one year an importayon of lumber 
exceeding by $3,308,013 that of any other 
year. Other reasons that are urged as argu- 
ments in behalf of the acceptance of the 
petition are the decreased price of produc- 
tion in British territory, lower price of la- 
bor and means of transportation.

The lumber manufacturing industry 
is one of the largest, if not tne largest, iIn- 
dustry in the United States, giving employ- 
ment and support to nearly 3,000,000 of peo- 
ple. During the recent financial stringency 
the business has been very much depressed 
and the failures have been large and 
numerous, The present condition ‘of the 
lumber business is such that it cannot en- 
dure any further attacks upon its prosperity 
without serlous consequences. 

“2 The bulk of the products of our mills 
are essentially finished mariufactures and 
not raw material, the log from which the 
lumber is manufactured is the raw material. 
We are therefore not seeking to retain or 
to have imposed a tax upon raw material 
to be used in manufacture in the United 
States. Logs have been for years admitted 
free of duty, as well as hemlock and oak 
bark. A very large percentage of the luni- 
ber manufactured at the saw mills in the 
country is prepared ready for the buildings 
in which it is to be finally used, without any 
other or further manufacturing process be» 
ing applHed to it. Our-lumber is therefore, 
as we have stated above, essentiall a 
\nanufactured article into the cost of which 
the element of labor enters to a very great 
extent, and it is, therefore, entitled to its 
fair share of incidental protection which 
ew comes from a tariff for revenue 
only. 

“3. Without having exact figures at hand 
and from a hasty examination of the pro- 
posed bill we judge the average duty im- 
posed upon articles taxed to be not less 
than 25 per cent ad valorem. We beg leave 
to submit that an industry so extensive as 
ours is entitled at least to the average rate 
of protection which comes from a tariff for 
revenue only. We find in the propose bill 
that while iron ore is admitted free a tax of 
2244 per cent ad valorem is imposed on pig 
iron. We beg leave to suggest that th@® 
is no substantial reason why our industry 
should net receive at least the same protec- 
tion that the iron industry receives in con- 
sideration of the fact that its crudest pro- 
ducts are carried to a more advanced stage 
of manufacture than pig iron. 

‘4. Prior to the enactment of what 1s 
commonly known as the McKinley bill the 
tax upon lumber was $2 per 1,000 feet. Sta- 
tistics of ‘the treasury department show that 
for the vear ending June 30, 1891, there was 
imported into the United States lumber and 
forest products to the value of $19.886 358° 
for the year ending June 20, 1899, $19.844'709- 
for the year ending June 30, 189%, $23 152 729° 
Mhe McKinley bill reduced the tax upon 
lumber from $2 to §1 per 1,000 feet, The re- 
sult is indicated in the figeures above, show- 
ing that by reason of this reduction there 
was imported into this country lumber to 
the value of $3,308,013 in excess of the previ- 
ous year and that. the American producers 
were deprived of a market ior their pro- 
duct to this extent. There are many other 
reasons which can be assigned pertinent to 
the question, such as decreased cost of pro 
duction in British territory, lower price of 
la>or, means of transportation constructed 
at, public expense and many others which

bill now before the house of representatives 
and to pray your honorable bodies to place 
the numerous business interests which we

A 
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Soldering Glass to Metal. 
From The Age of Steel. 

A process has been devised by a French- 
man whereby glass may he securely oak 
dered to metals. The portion of the glass 
tube or other article that is to be soldered 
is first covered with a thin layer of plati- 
nur This deposit is obtained by brushing 
over the sitghtly heated glass a very nat- 
ural chloride of platinum mixed with essen- 
tial oil of camomile. The latter is slowly 
evaporated and when the white and odifer- 
ous vapors cease to be given off the temper- 
ature is raised to a red heat: the platinum 
is then reduced and covers the tube with a 
layer of bright metal. Placing the metal- 
ized tube in a bath of sulphate of copper 
and connecting the tube to the negative pole 
of a battery of suitable energy there is de- 
pesited on the platinum a ring of copper 
waich will be malleable and very adhesive 
if the operation has been properly ‘per- 
formed. In this state the glass tube topped 
with coppes can be treated like a genuine 
metallic tube and soldered to iron copper 
bronze, platinum or any other metal thas, 
can be united with the solder.

With such a display of the old-time At- 
lanta enthusiasm as has not been seen in 
years and as did the heart good to see— 

With the enthusigstic endorsement of 
over. three hundred of Atlanta’s most prom- 
inent citizens, gathered at the preliminary 
meeting— 

With a veritable boom— 

Was the movement for the Cotton States 
and Sub-Tropical Exposition to be held in 
Atlanta inaugurated. 

That was a magnificent meeting, and it 

_ brought magnificent results. Atlanta was 
there—every interest. that goes to make up 
this splendid city was present ‘n the person 
of some prominent representative. They 
were the flower of Atlanta’s business citl- 
zenship. Backed by such men any enter- 
prise would be certain of success; and this 
particular. enterprise—this grand exposition 
in which every man, woman and child in 
Atlanta is interested—could not possibly 
have had a more auspicious beginning than 
the enthusiastic and unanimous endorse- 
ment of that.meeting. 

The story of the meeting is told in detail 
below. Presided over by Mr. S. M. Inman, 
enthusiastic speeches favorable to the pro- 
ject were made by some of Atlanta’s most 
prominent men, and then a resolution sub- 
mitted by Colonel W. A. Hemrhill was 
unanimously, by a rising vote, adopted. 

That resolution was as follows: 

‘Resolved, That it is the sense of this 
meeting that we have an exposition, and 
that the chairman appoint at his leisure, a 
committee of twenty-five, of which he shall 
be a member, to devise and announce with- 
out delay, the plan of the same; to consider 
the ways and means for pushing the enter- 
prise to a successful conclusion, and to take 
such steps as will be necessary for perma- 


nent organization.”’

The Story of the Meeting. 

The Chamber of Commerce hall’ never 
held a more thoroughly representative or 
more enthusiastic meeting. It was literally 
filled with men prominent in Atlanta’s bus- 
iness life—men who represented the various 
interests that go to make up the city’s 
greatness. They were men you know—three 
hundred and more of them, and as subse- 
quent events showed, they were there for 
business. 

The speeches were received very enthu- 
siastically, all of the speakers being fre- 
quently interrupted by applause. One no- 
table statement was that made by Mr. In- 


man—that the cotton exposition resulted in - 


more than five million dollars direct bene- 
fit to Atlanta. It was a striking statemen. 
and »ne particularly opportune, as showing 
the greater possibilities of the greater ex- 
position. 

The Meeting Organizes. 

It was shortly after 12 o’clock when Mr. 
Stewart Woodson, president of the Cham- 
Ler of Commerce, rapped for order. 

“The first thing we have to do is to chose 
a chairman for this meeting,’’ said he. “I 
desire to nominate Mr. 8S. M.. Inman, and 
there is no need to say to you he fs the 
very man to take charge of the matter we 
have in hand.”’ 

From all parts of the hall came the cry 
of “Inman,’’ and when Mr. Woodson put 
his motion to the house che election was 
unanimous. 

Mr. H. G. Saunders was chosen secretary. 

“I had hoped,’’ said Mr. Inman, upon 
taking the chair, “that I might not be 
called upon to preside. as there are gen- 
tlemen here more capable of presiding than 
myself; but I want to say that I am in 
thorough and hearty sympathy. with the ob- 
jects of this meeting, and I am at all times 
ready and willing to do everything in my 
power for the benefit of Atlanta. I will 
ask some gentleman who is more familiar 
with the particular objects of this meeting 
to state them.’’ 

There were calls for Mr. Clark Howell 
and, at the suggestion of the chairman, that 
gentleman made a statement concerning 
the exposition movement, the idea which 
had been discussed through the newspapers 
and by the people generally, and what it 
was hoped to accomplish. 

Mr. Hovrell Explains. 

“As a-representative of a* newspaper, 
which has, in an humble way, been doing 
what it could to present to the people the 
necessity of holding an exposition of the 
kind discussed, and acting in thorouch har- 
mony with the other newspaper which is 
equally as enthusiastic, I will state briefly 
my ideas concerning what ought to be 
done. You hear a good deal of talk of 
hard times and we must, all of us, admit 
that Atlanta, in common with every other 
city in the country, shows some evidences 
of those hard times. I believe that one 
reason why we should take hold of this 
exposition movement and push it through 
to success is that it would be a great fac- 
tor in relieving whatever strain there may 
be. Another exposition—an exposition more 
comprehensive than any that has ever been 
known here, one that would be as thorough- 
ly in keeping with the progress and develop- 


- ture. 


 maemne of the Atlanta of today as the Cot- 


ton exposition of the Atlanta of 1881—such 
an exposition would be of benefit, not only to 
this city but to the entire south, and would 
be of direct benefit to every man, woman 
and child in the city of Atlanta. The new 
tariff bill, which ought to be passed at 
once, and which will be passed, will open 
a wide field for the commerce of the south- 
ern states. It will bring to our doors those 
sister countries which we know but little 
about and over which hangs a charm which 
will prove a great attraction to us, to the 
people to the north of us, and to the en- 
tire world, I might say. We can, without 
any trouble, secure the co-operation of 
those countries, and I believe that sve can 
draw to Atlauta, which is the natural gate- 
way of all that vast section south of us, 
not only the people of tye cotton states, of 
Mexico, Cuba and the islands south of us, 
but also the people of the north and other 
parts of the world, who will come as visi- 
tors,.and whose interest in southern af- 
fairs is likely to result in great practical 
berefit from a dollar and cents’ point of 
view. e 

“TI am delighted to see such a large rep- 
resentative meeting. It speaks well for 
Atlanta. I see here representatives of ev- 
ery interest, the men who have built up 
Atlanta and who have in their hands the 
control of Atlanta’s future. I know that 
this meeting can inaugurate a movement 
which, backed by the hearty endorsement 
of those who are here, would result in a 
glorious success. Now, the first consider- 
ation is to put the movement on a sound 
basis, to build it on broad lines. Once 
started, the money will come. That is a 
secondary consideration. Let us get to- 
gether with the old-time Atlanta energy 
and enthusiasm and take the lead in this 
movement, which is sure to rejuvenate and 
develop the city. If we inaugurate this 
movement now, when the people all around 
us are talking of hard times, so much more 
credit will we get and the more glorious 
will the tribute be to the enterprise of At- 
lanta. 

“As to the immediate objects of this 
meeting. It was called with the idea of 
drawing together just the sort of men we 
see here and having them make up their 
minds what they are going to do. After 
you, gentiemen, have pledged yourselves to 
take hold of this thing and do all you can 
toward making it a success, the money 
that is necessary will come. The first 
thing necessary is to get the proper kird of 
a start. Then as to the realization of our 
hopes and the success of any plan which 
may be determined upon, that is in the 
hands of the business men of Atlanta who 
have met here in such gratifying numbers 
today, and I &um certain that once started 
on broad lines, this exposition will be car- 
ried through to splendid completion.’’ 
Editor Riehnardson, of The Journal, 

There were calls for Mr. Henry Richard- 
son, of The Journal, who responded briefly 
but eloquently, saying that he was very 
much gratified at the large attendance and 
urging the necessity of casting the exposi- 
tion plans upon broad, comprehensive lines. 

“The peorle,’’ said he, ‘have gone through 
a campaigi:: of education on expositions. The 
Augusta exposition, which has just ended, 
was, Il am told, the most complete that the 
south has ever had. The exposition idea 
in the south was given its impetious by the 
Cotton exposition of 1581; but the Atlanta 
of 1881 is not the Atlanta of 1893, and while 
that exposition was undoubtedly a fine one, 
still it would not do for the present day. 
Atlanta must undertake this on broader 
lines than was the first exposition or any 
one that has succeeded it. As to the talk of 
hard times, I am confident that the next 
year will show a great revival _of business, 
that the business interests of the country 
will be stronger in every department, and 
that we need have no fear whatever on that 
score. I Know that Atlanta can succeed 
in this enterprise and I feel certain that 
the people will take hold of it in the right 
spirit.’’ 

Mr. J. G. Oglesby. 

Captain Lowry suggested that Mr. Ogles- 
by express his views on the subject and 
there were general calls for that gentleman. 
His opening remarks had a slight tendency 
to cast a damper on the meeting. He had 
not proceeded far, however, before that 
feeling was dispelled. 

“The only word I have said on this ide» 
was rather discouraging,’ said Mr. Oglesby. 
“When the reporter came to me, I toa 
him that I would give $1,100 to the expo- 
sition—$100 cash, the other $1,000 to repre- 
sent the losses which my business would 
sustain from such an exposition. But I 
had an idea then that it was to be an ex- 
position on the county fair line. Since, how- 
ever, I see what is contemplated and what 
is desired, I am frank to say that such an 
exposition instead of injuring any one’s 
business, would greatly benefit it. That 
sort of exposition—the kind you gentlemen 
have outlined in your speeches—is the only 
kind we ought to undertake. It is a big 
undertaking. It should be national in its 
character, and we ought to be able to 
secure the aid of the federal government. 
The invitations to this meeting said there 
would be no subscriptions asked, but I think 
it not out of place for us to discuss the 
money that may be necessary. We must 
£0 into it with a determination that we 
will not only vote to hold such an exposi- 
tion, but we will go down into our pockets 
and put up what money may be necessary to 
carry it through to splendid success.”’ 

} Judge Palmer Was Enthusiastic. 

Alderman Phil Haralson said he would 
like to hear from Judge Howard Palmer, 
and there were hearty calls for the judge. 

“Wherever I am,"’ said he, ‘avervbody 
knows where I came from. When pecple 
ask me my home, £[ tell them it is tre best 
city on earth. Half of them know what 
city 1 mean when I say that, and the other 
half are not surprised when I tell them it 
is Atlanta. I believe Atlanta is the best 
city in the world, and I believe any man 
who doesn’t believe his home is the best, 
should move away from ‘t. There is one 
thing you find, one thing that is univer- 
sally commented on, and that is the people 
of Ailanta never want *o move a ‘ay from 
Atlanta. A gentleman fram Nasnv!'le, the 
other day, asked me why it was that Nash- 
ville, with all her wealth and all her mag- 
nificent resources,did not have the push and 
energy that Atlanta had. He answered his 
own question. ‘Everybody in Atlenta.’ said 
he, ‘pulls for Athanta, everybody seems im- 
bued with what you are “leased to call the 
Atlanta spirit.’ It is just that spirit which 
we need to manifest today to carry this en- 
terprise which we are ciscussing thrcugh 
to most splendid success. I er-ee inost 
heartily with the gentlemen who heve pre- 
ceded me, that it must »e un €x 9 )3ition on 
broad lines, an exposition that will reflect 
not only Atlanta’s present but her future. 
Atlanta is the natural gateway of the south, 
the commerce of the South American states 
and the West Indies, of Mexico and of Cen- 
tral America ought to come through us. 
We want to bring them here and show them 
this; we want to show them that whatever 
we may promise, the fulfillment 
of that promise is greater than 
the promise itself. We want 
a broad foundation for a high super-struc- 
I want to say thet I favor this-ex- 
position, that whatever I can ao, wnhnat- 
ever I can give, I will gladly do and :rive 
It would be of vast benefit to the people of 
Atlanta. I expect to live in Atlanta the 
rest of my life. I expect to die in Atlanta: 
whatever I possess, whether of money or of 
energy, will gladly be given to anything 
which may be for Atlanta.’’ 

Governor Bullock end Colonel Stahl- 
man. 

At the conchusion of Judge Palmer's re- 
marks, Colonel Hemphill suggested a reso- 
lution endorsing the exposition movement 
and putting this meeting on record as fa- 
voring it. 

While he Was reducing this to writing, 
ex-Governor Bullock was caled for. ‘I 
don’t want to make any remarks,” said the 
ex-governor, ‘“‘but I do want to say that 
whatever may be done or whatever may be 
determined upon shall receive my hearty as- 
sistance. I was about to rise and suggest 
that Colonel Stahlman speak ian behalf of 
the railroads, for the railroads huve leen 
a very great factor in the upbuilding of 
Atlanta.”’ , 

There were calls for Stahlman, and the 
commissioner arose and said: 

“I came for the purpose of viewing and 
looking at an Atlanta meeting, an Allan- 
ta gathering. As you know 17 home is 
Nashville. We have heard a great deal 
of Atlanta’s liberal spirit, ard I went to 
say that I realize now what it means as I 
lock over this hall and find wathered to- 
gether, working for the interest of 
the city, the most promin2nt men in it. 
It is this pulling tog2ther of all 
interests that makes Atlanta great. It has 


been suggested that the railroads have done 
a good deal for Atlanta, but the railroads 
cannot build up a city unless the people 
help—unless the people work together in 
the proper spirit to make everything 
benefit the city. As to the attitude of 
the roads concernihg the exposition . pro- 
posed, I can only say that the railroads 
will lend a helping:-hand, as they have done 
with other enterprises of this_nature.”’ 

The colonel paid another handsome tribute 
to Atlanta and said that if he ever changed 
his residence it would be to come to At- 
lanta, as he liked everything connected 
with the city. “If I can do anything to aid 
this enterprise,” said he, “I will be more 
than glad to do so.” 

The “Next Governor.” 

Mr. W. A. Osborn, who had a seat near 
the chairman, said: ‘Mr. Chairman, we 
have heard from a distinguished ex-gov- 
ernor of Georgia and I see here the next 
governor of the state. I would like to hear 
from him.” 

This called forth a hearty round of ap- 
plause and cries for “Evans.” 

“You see,” said the general, “I am in- 
clined to take that to myself. Well,” he 
vent on, “I want to say something, not on 
the line of politics, but to say that what- 
ever may have been the opinion of others 
I have from the first, with my whole heart 
and whole soul, endorsed this movement for 
I am glad to see that the 
movement is inaugurated by the young 
men. for I am one of them.- Atlant® owes 
to the south a splendid presentation Of the 
interests and enterprise of this section and 
I am sure she will do it in the old Athanta 
way.” 

The general spoke of the cosmopolitan 
character of the city and of the fact that 
everybody here pulled together. He thought 
it certain that all of the southern states and 
hoped that the entire country would join in 
making the proposed exposition a success. 

“Don’t think of small things,’’ said he. 
“It is a little thing for Atlanta to do a big 
thing these days. Atlaataisa gigantic city, 
full of’ enterprising, energetic business men, 
and whatever she undertakes will be suc- 
cessful. Georgia owes this enterprise to the 
entire country, for no state is capable of 
such development as Georgia. You have 
everything that the world wants, and you 
want to let the people know it. Hard 
times are on us, it is true, but they are sure 
to be followed by better times. It may not 
come to pass in 1834, but if this country is 
true to itself you will see it in 189%. It is 
time you should be forecasting and pro- 
viding for the bright future. All we have 
to do is to map out this splendid enterprise 
on broad lines and bend our whete energies 
on making it go. You need nov be afraid 
of failure. Success is predestined. If you 
desire great big enterprises you will suc- 
ceed in proportion to your undertakings.” 

The general pledged himself to do every- 
thing in his power to aid the movement. 

Mr. Collier and Captain Lowry. 

“There are tWo gentlemen leaning on a 
post beside me,” said Mr. Howell, ‘“‘that [ 
would like to hear from, as both have had 
wide experiences in expositions. 1 mean 
Mr. Collier and Captain Lowry.” 

“T don’t believe we are as poor as we 
make out,” said Mr. Collier after the chair 
had called upon him. “The country dis- 
tricts are all right. It true that the 
cities feel the hard times some, but I be- 
lieva we are on the eve of much brighter 
things. I don’t think you could find a more 
opportune time than now to inaugurate this 
movement. It is all right to discuss money 
matters, but you will not need very much 
now. I[ know the Atlanta people and I see 
here the men who have made Atlanta and 
who can make this exposition a brilliant 
success. As for myself, I am willing al 
all times to contribute of my money and my 
aid to any entexgprise of this kind.” 

Captain Lowry said there was nothing he 
could add to what had been said beyond 
that he was heartily in favor of the enter- 
prise. He said that times were hard, but 
Atlanta showed a steady growth and that 
all we need is confidence. 

Five Million Dollars of Value. 

“It may not be ouT of place beforg I put 
the resolution of Mr. Hemphill before the 
house,’ said Mr. Inman, ‘“‘to say a word 
or two on this matter mvself. F have in 
my office pictures of the men who were on 
the executive committee of the first cotton 
exposition, to whose efforts the success of 
that enterprise was in a very great measure 
du2z. Some of them have passed over the 
river and others are going every year or 
two, but the spirit which they infused into 
their work—the Atlanta spirit—still lives. 
The elances when we undertook that work 
were very gloomy compared with the 
chances which present themselves now. We 
had nothing but an old cotton patch ta 
Start ou, yet out of that was built an ex- 
position which was the forerunner of all 
those great enterprises that followed, and 
which was of almost inestimable benefit to 
Atlanta. I have made a calculation show- 
ing how much it improved values, and I 
am convinced that that exposition added 
$5,000,000 to the property values of Atlanta. 
It not only added that value, but it is a 
value which has maintained and has steadi- 
ly increased. We had, as I remember, $150,- 
000 to start on, and our income from all 
sources was probably as much more. 

“That was a great exposition for its day. 
We, find a different situation today; we 
find that the exposition which we now 
contemplate must be on lines in keeping 
with the Atlanta of today. I don’t agree 
that it can be done within the next nine 
months. It seems to me to be best to fix 
the time for the opening as far off as 
twenty months from It must be a 
grand affair and it will require a great deal 
of ume to formulate the plans for it and to 
build it to Success. But I am confident it 
will come if the ideas which have been ex- 
pressed here today are carried out.” 

Speaking for the Youngsters. 

Mr. W. C. Glenn seconded the resolution 
of Mr. Hemphill, making a short speech on 
hehalf of those who have come since the 
cotton exposition, and are not less willing 
to do their share than are these people. 

‘he next great contest,” said he, “is to 
be one between the United States an® Lng- 
land for the contro) of the commerce of the 
world. Here at home it will be a contest 
between the south and the east, and 
reat industries of this country must sooner 
or later come south.”’ 

He safd he believed that Georgia and At- 
santa afforded the finest field. There is every 
reason in the world why Atlanta should 
move forward and he regarded these exposi- 
tion movements as a decided step forward.

NEW YORK, December 28.—On the stock 
exchange today speculation was decidedly 
bearish and the market was characterized 
by a feverishness, growing out of distrust 
in the stability of statues securities, due to 
the unexpected developments of the past 
three days. The latest depressing rumors 
gare connected with Louisville and Nashville, 
and London and Boston swelled the volume 
of sates of these shares on the belief 
that no dividend will be paid for the cur- 
rent six months. Under steady . selling, 
stocks declined, with pp slight ral- 
lies to 39%, a break of 4% pe® cent from last 
night, closing only % above the lowest. 
Reading advanced % per cent in the eariy 
dealings, declined %, railied % and closed at

day. The speculation in the shares was 
sluggish, operators in the stock evidently 
awaiting further developments in the mat- 
ter of the receivership. Rumor is busy with

{dent McLeod sold out, or was sold by his 
associates. He is making a strong fight to 
carry out his New York connection plan, 
on which the stockholvers are} still voting. 
Aichison made a decrease of 1% per cent 
on the day, the local selling being suppie- 
mented by sales for foreign account. Plans 
for the reorganization of the system are be- 
ing prepared and will shortly be submit- 
ted to the directors. Receiver Reinhart 
states that the interest payments on Atch- 
ison and St. Louis and San Francisco bonds 
will not be delayed more than three months;

NEW YORK, Decethber 28.—A good de- 
mand fer cotton in Lverpool from Man- 
chester spinners is accepted as indicating 
a disposition on their part to secure some- 
thing more than their ordinary consumption 
on the basis of present prices. This demand 
had the effect of causing a reaction in Liv- 
erpool, and that market closed steady at 
1-bid advance over the closing quotations of 
yesterday. In the face of the heavy move- 
ment at the ports this is considered an ex- 
cellent response to our weak market of the 
~~ six days, and under tne influence of 
siverpool buying and some local trade cov- 
ering the market advanced until March con- 
tracts sold 7 points above last evening. At 
this point the absence of demand from out- 
side buyers was noticeable and the market 
has eased until but half of the advance is 
retained. Receipts at the ports continue 
upon a scale not at all in xeeping with the 
small supply held in the uncounted towns 
that are being received by all of the com- 
mission houses. At the interior towns esti- 
mates are current of 60,000, against 86,000 
last week and 41,000 last year. Estimates of 
the anterior.movement for this week, how#- 
ever, are never accurate on account of the 
holiday movement, and these estimates are 
received with indifference. There is a gen- 
eral disposition on the part of the trade to 
close transactions previous to the close of 
the year, and outside of this demand there 
is little business doing, nor can there be ex- 
pected to be any decidea qnovement until 
the crop bears out the current reports. At 
New Orleans for tomorrow 9,000 to 10,000, 
against 9,600 last year and 8,ow0 last week.

Important Meeting of the Board of Ed- 
ucation Yesterday. 


WERE ADOPTED 


Old 


TWO NEW RULES 


Report of the Superintendent-—The 
Board Adjourns and a New One 
Is Organized, 


The last meeting af the old board of edu- 
cation was held yesterday afternoon. 

Immediately thereafter, with Mayor Good- 
win in the chair, the new board was organ- 
ized, which will be the same as it was last 
year. ‘ 

The officers of the old board, who will be 
retained in the new one, are Hon. D. A. 
Beatie, president; Colonel W. 8S. Thomson, 
vice president, and Major W. F. Slaton, 
secretary of the board and superintendent 
of the public schools of the city. 

The arrangement of tNe different commit- 
tees for the ensuing year wus deferred. 

This was due to the fact that two mem- 
bers on the board are yet to be elected from 
West End. AS8 soon as these members have 
qualined the president will then be ready 
to make his appointments for the year. 


The Meeting in Full. 

As this was the last meeting of the year 
there was a full attendance of the members 
vesterday afternoon. 

Hion. D. A. Beatie presided and the fol- 
lowing members answered to the call of the 
roll: Messrs. Inman, Hammond, Lowry, 
Beatie, Hendrix, Thomson, Kontz, Bray, 
Mayson, Hulsey and Goodwin. 

The minutes of the previous nieeting were 
read and approved. The report cf the super- 
intendent, in which nearly all of the impor- 
tant ideas to be incorporated in his annual 
report are anticipated, was also read and or- 
dered to be filed. 

This report is an interesting document, 
and for the benefit of the public it is given 
Bubstantially in full. 

Majer Slaton'’s Report. 

The following is the report: 

“To the Honorable Board of Education: 
Were I to make a full report to you at this 
meeting I would embrace very much of 
what will go into print in my annual re- 
port, which will be printed and vead here- 
after. i shall, therefore, condense and 
only report points of interest to your body. 

“The have been iarger and more 
yrosperous during the year i033 than ever 
Stare Two new schoois, the Formwalt 
and the Williams, have been added tJ Gur 
white grammar schools, and together with 
all other schools in the city, bota White and 
colored, have been weil-nigh filled. 

“T do not think that a new grammar 
school should be built during the coming 
year. All applicants for seats in the schools 
have been accommodated, except about 
and they are mainly very small children, be- 
longing to the first grade and have not suf- 
fered trom being Kept over. 

“The Girls’ High school has enrolled dur- 
Ing the year 597 pupils and can accommodate 
no more, shoulu there be other applicants, 
and non-residents applying to this s: hoeol 
will have to be excluded in order to make 
room (or girls residing in the city. The 
number of teachers employed in this school 
is twelve.

High school has added an- 
other grade and enrolled 268 pupils, with 
five teachers. This school has been prosper- 
ous during the year—more so0 than at any 
time in its history. 

“Your white day grammar schools num- 
ber 14 and your night school, 1. ‘Their seat- 
ing capacity is 6,5. They have enrolled 
during the year 8,U15 pupils, the number of 
teachers engaged in them is 180. rhe num- 
ber of your colored schools 1s 0. The num- 
ber enrolied in them is 2,360, with forty 
teachers. The enrollment in all of the 
scnools, white and colored, for the year is 
11,419, while the total seating. capacity in 
all the schools is 9,207. The average pel! 
cent of attendance in the Gir!s’ High school 
4s 95.5, and for the colored grammar schoois, 
p5.3. The general average for all the schools 
in the city is 93.4. 1 doubt if a city the size 
of Atlanta in the United States will make 
a better showing. Last year we were next 
best in attendance in the United States. 
Our enrollment this year shows an 1n- 
crease of 840 over that of last year. The 
estimated value of the school property for 
Jast year was $384,930. This year, with the 
two new schools added, it Is $420,000. The 
amount of non-resident tuition collected and 
placed in the hands of the city treasurer 
for the year is $1,858. 

About West “nd. 

“The ex-president of the West End board 
of trustees asks me the following question: 
What tuition shall non-residents pay _to 
the West End schools? Shall pupils w ho are 
TNHOW in the West schooi, who reside 


in the city proper, required to pay tu- 
ition as heretofore, or shall they be con- 
tinued in that school free? Willi the limits 
of the schoo! district prescribed by your 
bodv? That the answers to these questions 
be published in the Saturday papers so that 
all who are interested may know. Shall the 
old pupils in the West End school be re- 
quired to be vaceinated before the Ist of 
January or shall the new pupils be required 
to be vaccinated, and the old punils before 
the Ist of September- Respectfully sub- 
mitted. W. .F. SiaAgws. 
“Superintendent.”’ 

The committee on buildings reported that 
all of the schools were in good condition 
and thorough'y 

The committee on achers reported the 
resignation of Mrs. assistant princi- 
pal of Gray school, and also that of the 
teacher. The election of 
Miss Maddox as assistant principal and 
Miss Atkinson to fill the seventh grade 
was reconjmended. 

New Rules Adopted. 

This committee also reported the follow- 
ing rules to be known as rules No. 70 and 
71, which were adopted: 

“Teachers who are tardy or absent from 
school or normal classes must report their 
excuses to the board of education in writ- 
ing. Default in compliance with this rule 
may operate a suspension or dismissal in 
the discretion of the board. 

are prohibited from smoking dur- 

7 school hours or upon the school 
premises, and teachers are required to en- 
force the rule. A persistent violation of 
this rule may operate a suspension or dis- 
missal in the discretion of the board. 

“WW. M. BRAY, 
“(Chairman Committee on Rules.’’ 

A petition asking for the transfer of cer- 
tain teachers was referred to the committee 
On teachers with power to act. 

On motion the rule in regard to examina- 
tions was so changed as to make all who 
attempt to cheat as guilty as those who 
Succeed in the undertaking. 

The old board then adjourned. When the 
new one was organized an able and earn- 
est address was delivered by Mr. Beatie, 
the newly elected president of the board.

WEST END. 


Is Now Included in Atlianta’s Public 
School System. 


When the public schools of the city open 
next Tuesday morning, the children of West 
End will be included in the &eneral system. 

Two members will be elected to serve on 
the board of education from that part of 
the city, and as soon as these members 
have been selected, the work of the new 
board, for the ensuing year, will begin. 

After the adjournment of ‘the old board 
yesterday afternoon there followed imme- 
diately an organization of the new one. The 
complete organization, howevey, including 
the appointment of committees, was de- 
fewred until after the West End members 
have been duly qualified. 

Several Questions Answered. 

At the meeting of the board of education 
yesterday aflernoon a number of questions 
were presented to the board relative to the 
schools in West End, and their relationship 
to the public school system of Atlanta. 

These questions are as follows: 

What tuition shall non-residents pay to 
the West End school? 

Heretofore they have paid $1 per month 
to both the high and grammar school de- 
partmnts. 

The answer to this question, as made by a 
committee of the board, is this: The tui- 
tion for non-resident pupils will be the same 
as that now paid by non-resident pupils 
who attend the public schools dof Atlanta,* 
$2.50 per month. 

In answer to the second question: Shall 
pupils who are now in the West End school, 
who reside in the city proper, be required to 
pay tuition as heretofore, or shall they be 
continued in that school free? the commit- 
tee replies that no pupil residing in the city 
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, 
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of Atlanta shall be compelled to pay tui- 
tion. 

The limits of the school district for West 
End will be the seventh ward, including all 
of the children who now attend tne school 
until the boundaries-can be more exactly 
defined. 

The pupils who are now in school, in re- 
gard to the question of vaccination, will 
have to vaccinated within the next thirty 
days, and all new pupils will have to be 
vaccinated before they enter the school. 

Such is, in substance, the reply of the 
board of education as made yesterday to the 
questions sent in by the old board of West 
End. The matter was referred to a special 
committee, with Colonel W. M. Bray as 
chairman. 

Now that West End is a part of the gen- 
eral system, the public schools of Atlanta 


will acquire additional strength and popu- - 


larity.
